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ANNUAL REPORT 

The thirty-fourth annual meeting of the Society was 
held on May 18, 191 5, at the house of Miss Katharine 
Vaughan Spencer, Craigie Street, Cambridge. In the 
absence of President Sheldon, the Vice President, Pro- 
fessor Charles Hall Grandgent, occupied the chair. The 
usual reports were received and the regular routine 
business transacted. 

A communication was received from Professor Sheldon 
saying that he should be unable to serve the Society 
longer as President, and Professor Grandgent was elected 
in his place. Mr. William Roscoe Thayer was chosen 
Vice President, and the place thus made vacant on the 
Council was filled by the election of Professor Chandler 
Rathfon Post. The remaining officers were reelected. 

Announcement was made of the award of the Dante 
Prize to Mr. Amos Philip McMahon, for a study of 
the De Monarchia in its relation to certain ideals of 
imperialism in modern times. 

At the conclusion of the business meeting Professor 
Grandgent spoke briefly of current publications relating 
to Dante and read selections from Mr. Henry Johnson's 
translation of the Divine Comedy. Professor Rand read 
a paper on <f Dante and Servius," which has since been 
printed to accompany the Thirty-Third Report.
